Football  Prospects 


Never  before,  even  as  far  back  as  we  can  remember,  has  athletic 
spirit  been  so  great  as  it  has  been  this  year.  On  September  11,  forty 
football  candidates  reported  for  the  first  official  practice.  This  num- 
ber met  all  expectations,  for  the  1916  graduating  class  took  seven  of 
Goshen's  best  football  stars.  This  somewhat  discouraged  the  re- 
mainder of  the  1915  squad,  but  you  should  have  seen  their  faces 
brighten  up  after  the  first  afternoon's  practice.  Among  those  re- 
porting, were  seven  men  of  last  year's  squad;  namely,  Capt.  Stutz, 
Landis,  Lamb,  Whimer,  Swanberg,  Latta  and  Piatt. 

Capt.  Stutz,  last  year's  sub  half  back,  is  filling  the  position  of 
half  again.  Stutz  is  a  wir^y  little  fellow  full  of  grit  and  fight.  His 
size  has  nothing  to  do  with  his  ability  to  play  the  gridiron  game. 

Landis  played  left  end  on  the  1915  eleven.  John  was  noted  for 
his  true  and  accurate  goal  kicking.  This  season,  he  is  trying  out 
for  half  back.  He  can  easily  forward-pass  forty  yards  and  punt 
fifty-five  yeards. 

Lamb,  who  weighs  165  lbs.  in  football  "togs",  played  the  posi- 
tion of  tackle  all  last  season  and  is  expected  to  hold  that  position 
again.  It  is  impossible  to  get  away  from  him  after  he  once  locks 
arms. 

Whitmer,  last  season's  guard,  is  another  165  pounder.  He  will 
probably  fill  the  same  position  this  year.  He  is  noted  for  his  ability 
to  hold  the  line. 

Swanberg,  last  year's  sub  tackle  is  being  tried  out  at  end 
and  is  doing  fine  work. 

Latta,  a  1915  sub,  is  doing  his  best  to  pilot  the  eleven.  With 
a  little  more  practice  he  should  be  able  to  do  it  nicely. 
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Piatt,  another  of  last  year's  subs,  is  being  tried  out  at  center. 
He  is  also  doing  fine  work. 

Much  is  expected  of  Lewis,  a  185  pounder.  He  played  guard  on 
the  Northwestern  Military  Academy  eleven  for  two  years.  He 
filled  that  position  when  Northwestern  whipped  Elkhorn,  "Wis.,  to 
the  tune  of  98-0.  So,  from  this,  one  can  easily  judge  that  he  will  be 
a  great  help  to  Goshen's  team,  not  only  from  the  fact  that  he  is 
weighty  but  also  from  the  fact  that  he  knows  the  fine  points  of  the 
game  as  well  as  knowing  how  larger  schools  than  Goshen  play  a 
winning  game. 

Gunther,  who  weighs  175  pounds,  is  another  from  whom  excel- 
lent work  is  expected.  This  is  his  first  season  out.  He  is  trying 
out  for  full-back  and  is  certainly  filling  it  to  perfection.  He  cer- 
tainly plunges  through  the  line. 

Price  is  doing  his  best  to  hold  the  position  at  guard.  He  is 
another  weighty  man. 

From  the  very  first  up  until  the  present,  the  football  fellows 
have  been  put  through  very  grind  work,  such  as  falling  on  the 
ball,  tackling  the  m^n  (a  real  man,  not  a  dummy),  and  going 
through  heavy  scrimmage  work. 

This  year  there  is  another  special  feature  for  Goshen.  A  second 
team  has  been  organized !  Not  for  many  years  have  there  been  two 
teams  out  practicing.  This  team  is  helping  work  the  varsity  eleven  into 
shape.  Of  course  when  the  smaller  athletes  show  such  spirit  and  wil- 
lingness to  come  out,  sacrificing  much  valuable  time,  and  help  Go- 
shen have  another  winning  gridiron  team,  they  themselves  should 
have  games.  And  games  they  have!  One  has  been  agreed  upon 
with  the  Elkhart  seconds  here  on  November  18  and  there  are  sev- 
eral others  which  have  not  yet  been  decided  upon. 

Goshen  is  surel^y  fortunate  in  again  having  Mr.  Watts  of  Han- 
over College  as  football  coach.  He  certainly  has  a  head  for  athletics, 
as  was  shown  last  year.  He  brought  a  scrub  team  to  the  position 
of  being  recognized  as  one  of  the  foremost  gridiron  elevens  in 
Northern  Indiana.  This  year  in  initial  practice  he  told  the  football 
fellows,  indirectly,  that  his  slogan  was,  ''hard  work  and  plenty  of 
it",  by  making  them  run  around  the  gridiron  six  times  and  after 
that  by  making  them  fall  on  the  ball  and  tackle  the  man. 

Of  course  hard  work  will  have  to  be  done  in  order  to  build  up 
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an  almost  new  team  in  which  only  a  few  survivors  remain.  And 
up  to  the  present  time,  the  coach  and  football  fellows  have  done 
nothing  but  work. 

Every  afternoon  there  are  from  twenty-five  to  forty  spectators 
out  to  watch  the  fellows  go  through  the  differffent  plays  and  drills 
set  before  them  by  Coach  Watts.  This  again  shows  spirit.  Even  the 
girls  have  athletic  spirit '  They  have  organized  one  of  the  largest 
rooting  squads  Goshen  High  has  ever  witnessed.  On  September 
30th  they  held  a  pastry  sale  to  enable  them  to  get  enough  money 
to  give  the  football  fellows  a  "real  dance".  So  if  spirit  has  any- 
thing to  do  with  a  winning  season,  how  about  our's? 

Again  this  year,  the  eleven  will  be  encased  in  new  football 
suits.    The  appearance  has  much  to  do  with  a  football  eleven. 

The  coach  is  happy  so  you  can  judge  what  he  thinks  of  the 
football  prospects  of  Goshen  IKgh  for  1916.
